The cattle are mostly unde: two years old 
and are being purchased by rancheza to 
graze on their lands uatil they get their 
full growth. The price paid is from ten to 
tweaty dollars according to size and age, 
and the demand at those prices seems to be 
good. The advantage to the district of this 
circulation of money in the channels through 
which the public will derive the greatest 
benefit is illustrated by a case which one of 
the buyers reports. He bought three calves 
from one settler and before he left the house 
the money had squared up five accounts. 
That is the buyer paid the farmer for the 
cattle, the farmer paid hia neigabor to 
whom he cwed the money, the reighbor 
paid ancther and he another, It is this 
ability of a single dollar to pay a mumber of 
debts, that makes it possible to carry ou the 
vast volume of business done in the district 
on the comparatively small amount of 
espital and income.
